It  was  a healthy  year  in  the  town  with  no  epidemic  disease. 

The  most  dramatic  occurrence  was  an  aircraft  crash  at  Viney  Bridge 
which  killed  the  sole  occupant,  the  Pilot,  and  led  indirectly  to  the 
death  of  one  resident.  Two  other  people  were  severely  burned. 

The  main  problem  facing  the  town  is  the  greatly  increased  volume 
of  cars  passing  to  and  from  Devon  and  Cornwall.  It  xfill  be  a great  help 
when  the  new  road  is  constructed  to  divert  through  traffic  from  the  town 
centre .

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SECTION  A 


Statistics  and  Social  Conditions  of  the  Area 


Population  Five  thousand  and  sixty  was  the  nid-year  population  for 
1968  as  estimated  hy  the  Registrar  General,  giving  a population  density  of 
3.9  per  acre.  This  is  the  highest  population  Creukcrne  has  had  as  far  as 
I am  able  to  establish.  The  rateable  value  increased  to  £186,017  and  the 
penny  rate  to  £730. 

Birth  Rate  The  Corrected  Birth  Rate  for  1968  was  18.76  which  was  above 
the  national  average  of  16.9  per  thousand  population.  Four  children  were 
born  out  of  wedlock. 

Death  Rate  The  Corrected  Death  Rate  for  the  year  was  16.48.  The 
comparable  national  figure  was  11.9  per  thousand  population.  In  Appendix  A, 
Table  3,  I have  given  a list  of  the  causes  of  death;  there  were  thirty-five 
deaths  due  to  heart  disease,  twenty-three  being  coronary  heart  disease  end  of 
the  thirteen  deaths  due-  to  cancer  three  were  cancer  of  the  lung. 

Throughout  this  century  there  has  been  a decline  in  the  mortality 
rates  of  all  age  groups.  The  decline  is,  of  course,  less  in  the  older 
age  groups.  A number  of  factors  have  helped;  improved  public  health 
services,  advances  in  medical  diagnosis  and  treatment  and  the  widespread 
use  of  antibiotics  in  recent  years.  Quite  as  important  has  been  the  gr3at 
improvement  in  living  standards.  Poor  housing  and  working  conditions  and 
inadequate  nutrition  predispose  to  and  cause  disease.  The  poverty  of  many 
people  in  the  past  created  a barrier  to  effective  treatment. 

Although  mortality  rates  for  all  causes  of  death  have  declined  the 
rates  for  certain  diseases  have  increased,  heart  disease  and  cancer  being 
the  most  notable.  Coronary  heart  disease  has  increased  in  all  age  groups 
and  in  middle  aged  men  it  is  by  far  the  largest  sinCle  cause  of  death. 
Although  the  exact  cause  of  the  disease  is  not  known,  certain  factors 
appear  to  increase  the  risk,  these  include  cigarette  smoking,  obesity  and 
inactivity.  Cigarette  smoking  remains  as  popular  as  ever,  obesity  is 
widespread  and  people  who  take  active  exercise  get  fexjer  ev^ry  year.  Only 
half  of  all  patients  survive  their  first  heart  attack  and  the  majority  who 
die  do  so  within  the  hour. 

The  incidence  of  cancer  of  the  lung  continues  to  rise,  particularly 
in  middle  aged  women.  The  cause  of  cancer  is  not  yet  known  but  the 
association  of  cigarette  smoking  and  lung  cancer  is  well  known.  The  prog- 
nosis for  persons  with  lung  cancer  is  not  good.  Five  years  is  an  optimistic 
estimate.  It  therefore  would  seem  prudent  to  adopt  a mode  of  life  which 
would  at  least  not  predispose  towards  these  two  killers. 

Maternal  Mortality  There  were  no  maternal  deaths  in  1968. 

Stillbirths  There  were  no  stillbirths  in  1968. 

Infant  Mortality  There  were  no  infant  deaths  during  the  year. 

Social  Habits  The  cost  of  living  continued  to  rise  despite  the 
freezing  of  wages  commenced  in  1966. 

A message  from  the  Minister  of  Housing  & Local  Government  was  con- 
sidered by  the  Council  at  their  January  monthly  meeting.  The  message 
indicated  the  necessity  to  secure  a substantial  surplus  in  the  country's 
balance  of  payments.  This  meant  a reduction  in  the  resources  which  would 
otherwise  have  been  available  for  personal  living  standards  and  standards 
of  public  service.  This  set  the  tempo  for  the  whole  of  1968. 
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SECTION  B 


General  Provision  of  Health  Services  in  the  Area 


The  Somerset  County  Council,  as  local  health  authority,  continued  to 
provide  and  administer  the  local  health  services  within  the  Urban  District. 

When  the  new  maternity  unit  at  Yeovil  Hospital  came  into  operation  in  the 
early  part  of  the  year  all  expectant  mothers  who  were  to  be  admitted  there 
received  their  antenatal  examination  and  blood  tests  at  the  hospital.  The 
need  for  our  antenatal  clinic  in  Crewkorne  ceased  and  this  service  was 
closed  down. 

The  child  welfare  clinic  was  held  twice  a month  and  a further  session 
was  held  once  a month  for  immunological  procedures . Attendance  was  satis- 
factory. 

Following  receipt  of  the  Ministry  Circular  concerning  measles 
vaccination,  the  County  Medical  Officer  arranged  to  make  vaccine  available 
to  general  practitioners  for  the  children  at  risk  between  the  ages  of 
4-7  years.  No  measles  vaccine  was  used  in  the  child  welfare  clinic. 

Details  of  my  annual  inspections  of  the  schools  are  shown  in 
Appendix  B,  Table  2. 

The  Speech  Therapist  held  a clinic  one  half-day  each  week  during  the 
year.  The  demand  for  this  service  continued  and  there  was  a waiting  list. 

The  orthopaedic  clinic  ceased  in  October,  1967,  when  the  orthopaedic 
sister  resigned  but,  following  the  appointment  of  a successor,  the  service 
re -commenced  in  March  of  this  yea.r. 

The  oa.rly  discharge  of  patients  from  hospital  gave  rise  to  concern 
on  more  than  one  occasion.  This  particularly  refers  to  elderly  patients 
living  alone.  Despite  the  hospital  heaving  been  inforroed  of  the  particular 
circumstances,  they  persisted  in  discharging  patients  who  were  unable  to 
look  after  themselves  and  were  entirely  dependent  on  the  goodwill  of 
neighbours  who  were  unable  to  provide  adequate  attention.  I was  forced 
to  make  representations  to  the  hospital  on  two  occasions. 

Crewkorne  Council  have  been  investigating  the  possibility  of  providing 
a Meals-on-Nheels  service,  the  main  difficulty  being  distribution.  The 
local  branch  of  the  Red  Cross  offered  to  carry  out  a canvas  of  possible 
recipients  and  in  February  the  investigation  was  complete  and  the  Council 
resolved  to  proceed  with  the  provision  of  the  service  with  the  aid  of  the 
Red  Cross  members.  The  commencing  number  was  fifteen  and  the  service 
started  in  April  and  has  been  working  very  well  since. 
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SECTION  C 


Prevention  and  Control  over  Infectious  Diseases  end  Other  Diseases 


Details  of  infectious  diseases  notified  are  shown  in  Appendix  C, 
Table  1. 

The  case  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis .occurring:  in  a sixty-two  year  old 
lady  was  the  first  reported  in  Crewkerne  since  1966  and  the  case  previous 
to  that  occurred  in  1962. 

In  addition  to  the  notifiable  diseases,  mumps  was  widespread  among 
the  boys  at  the  Crewkerne  Grammar  School  during  February  and  March. 

In  the  Infants’  School  diarrhoea  and  vomiting  were  prevalent, 
particularly  in  the  Michaelmas  Term.  Repeated  investigation  has  failed 
to  determine  the  source  of  infection  or  the  cause  which  is  assumed  to  be 

viral . 


I continued  to  give  routine  immunisations  against  diphtheria,  whooping 
cough  and  tetanus  at  the  clinic  and  also  in  the  Schools.  Oral  poliomyelitis 
vaccine  was  administered  at  the  same  time.  Vaccination  against  smallpox  was 
offered  at  the  clinic.  In  addition  the  private  practitioners  continued 
their  immunisation  in  their  surgery. 

I carried  out  my  B.C.G.  programme  against  tuberculosis  in  the  spring. 
Children  born  in  1957  were  those  offered  vaccination.  I vaccinated  60  at 
Crewkerne  Secondary  Modern  and  22  at  the  Grammar  School. 

The  same  arrangement  for  the  examination  of  cervical  smears,  initiated 
in  1967,  continued. 

There  was  no  visit  of  the  Mass  Ra.diography  Unit  to  the  town  during 
the  year. 

Home  Safety  The  Public  Health  Committee  co-operated  with  the  S.U. 

Area  Committee  of  RoSPA  and  organised  a ’’Return  of  Drugs"  campaign  from 
20th  October  to  2nd  November.  The  public  response  to  this  first  effort 
was  encouraging  and  people  took  unwanted  medicines  to  the  local  chemists 
and  the  Clinic. 
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SECTION  D 


Environmental  Health  Services 

A.  Sanitary  Circunstances 

Clinatic  Conditions  In  1968  the  weather  was  relatively  mild  but  the 
summer  disappointing  with  long  periods  of  dull  overcast  conditions . In 
July,  particularly,  severe  rain  was  experienced  which  ca.used  flooding  in 
the  lower  part  of  the  town. 

Hater  Supply  The  water  supply  from  the  Wessex  Water  Board  was 
satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity.  All  fourteen  samples  examined  in 
their  laboratory  were  satisfactory.  Seven  hundred  and  ninety-six  houses 
in  the  town  are  on  the  mains  supply,  only  two  derive  water  from  other 
sources,  one  being  a Tire  11  and  the  other  a spring. 

Following  receipt  of  the  Ministry  circular,  the  Council  again  con- 
sidered fluoridation  and  reaffirmed  their  support  far  the  procedure  and 
subsequently  wrote  to  the  County  Council  and  the  Wessex  Water  Board  risking 
them  to  accept  the  Ministry’s  advice  to  fluoridate. 

Drainage  and  Sewage  Disposal  The  sewage  effluents  from  our  two  works 
were  examined  from  time  to  tine.  The  Northern  Outfall  Works  was  satisfactoi* 
but  in  February  and  May  the  effluent  of  the  Eastern  Outfall  Works  had  an 
excess  of  suspended  solids.  In  July  two  further  samples  of  these  works 
were  satisfactory.  The  cause  of  the  original  problem  was  not  discovered. 

In  July  a large  quantity  of  oil  arrived  at  the  Works  and  despite  intensive 
investigation  the  source  wa.s  not  discovered. 

Public  Cleansing  The  Council  continued  to  collect  refuse  by  direct 
labour  weekly  and  the  tip  is  controlled  after  partial  incineration.  The 
refuse  tip  and  the  disposal  works,  which  are  adjacent  to  one  another,  are 
excellently  maintained  by  the  Council's  staff. 

Public  Conveniences  The  public  conveniences  in  Church  Street  and 
the  West  Street  Car  Park  are  well  maintained  by  the  Council  but  severe 
damage  to  the  installations  is  repeatedly  experienced.  The  Police  have 
triod  to  find  the  culprits  without  success. 

Rodent  Control  The  arrangements  with  Chard  Borough  and  I Inins ter 
Urban  District  Councils  whereby  a rodent  operator  is  shared  by  ourselves 
and  these  two  authorities,  continued  to  work  well  and  no  heavy  infestation 
occurred  within  the  Urban  District  during  the  year. 

Swimming  Baths  The  Secondary  Modern  and  Grammar  Schools  both  have 
baths  which  are  maintained  in  accordance  with  County  procedure.  A private 
school  also  has  a bath  which  is  maintained  in  a satisfactory  manner. 

Nuisances  A variety  of  nuisances  were  reported  to  the  Public  Health 
Inspector  during  the  year  and  dealt  with  promptly.  A complaint  of  noise 
from  a factory  in  S0uth  Street  was  extensively  investigated.  It  originated 
from  the  installation  of  a now  pump  to  improve  the  heating  in  the  factory. 
The  vibration  caused  annoyance  to  nearby  residents  and  the  firm  took  overy 
practical  step  to  cut  down  the  vibration  which  was  reduced  to  a level  con- 
sidered acceptable  by  the  Public  Health  Committee. 

Only  one  smoko  nuisance  was  reported  end  this  was  dealt  with  without 
recourse  to  statutory  action. 

B . Factories  Act 


Details  of  the  inspections  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  Inspector 
are  shown  in  Appendix  D . Table  1 . 

C.  Offices.  Shoos  and  Railway  Premises  Act 

There  are  eighty-four  premises  registered  under  this  Act  and  a 
number  of  general  inspections  wore  carried  out. 
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Following  the  issue  of  a Ministry  memorandum  the  Public  Health 
Inspector  reminded  proprietors  of  food  shops  of  the  desirability  of  excluding 
dogs  from  the  shops  and  publicity  material  was  obtained  and.  displayed. 

D , Housing 

The  details  are  shown  in  Appendix  D,  Table  2 and  give  a complete 
picture  of  the  housing  situation  in  Crewkorne. 

The  Council  built  twenty-eight  houses  during  the  year  and  private 
enterprise  completed  thirteen.  There  was  a slight  rise  in  the  number  of 
applicants  for  re-housing  which  now  number  141,  the  increase  mainly  being 
applications  for  old  peoples*  dwellings  which  now  have  risen  to  fifty- 
seven. 


The  Council  have  encouraged  applications  for  Improvement  Grants  and 
wherever  possible  these  have  been  granted. 

E.  Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food 

Mi  11c  Milk  sampling  is  carried  out  by  the  County  Health  Department. 

Some  complaints  wore  received  during  the  autumn  of  the  poor  keeping  quality 
of  milk  being  retailed  by  one  dealer.  The  bottling  plant  was  situated 
outside  the  Urban  District  area  so  specific  complaints  were  referred  to  the 
Medical  Officer  of  the  area  in  which  the  depot  was  located.  Various  ex- 
planations were  put  forward  by  the  firm  which  were  not  acceptable  and 
eventually  an  investigation  of  the  plant  traced  the  fault  to  bacteria  in 
certain  tanks  of  the  bottle  washing  department  and  effective  measures  were 
taken  to  eliminate  the  offending  organisms.  It  would  appear  that,  despite 
the  firm  giving  clear  instructions  to  their  staff,  the  rapid  change-over 
of  personnel  sometimes  allowshunan  errors  to  interfere  with  the  quality  of 
their  milk. 

Ice  Cream  There  are  thirteen  premises  registered  for  the  sale  of  the 
pre-packed  product  and  no  ice  cream  is  manufactured  in  the  town.  Of  the 
seventeen  samples  taken  by  the  Public  Health  Inspector  during  the  summer, 
sixteen  were  placed  in  provisional  Grade  I and  one  in  Grade  2 . A subsequent 
sample  of  the  lower  gra.do  was  placed  in  Grade  I . 

Meat  There  is  no  licensed  slaughterhouse  in  the  town  and  no  routine 
neat  inspection  is  carried  out.  Some  tinned  meat  was  condemned.  Deterior- 
ation usually  takes  place  during  transit. 

Food  Hygiene  Regulations  Regular  inspections  of  promises  where  food 
is  sold  were  carried  out  during  the  year  and  your  Public  Health  Inspector 
persuaded  shopkeepers  to  achieve  a high  standard  of  hygiene.  In  certain 
establishments  this  is  a tine  consuming  operation  whereas  in  others 
immediate  co-operation  is  forthcoming.  There  arc  three  premises  whore 
neat  products  are  manufactured  and  they  arc  registered  under  Section  16  of 
the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955.
